Music has of late made such rapid strides, that very few of 
the congregations of our parish churches, either in town or country, 
are now satisfied with a simple chant for our beautiful Te Deum,

Amongst the latter we may especially notice a very beautiful 
Sanctus by Spohr. It is arranged in two different forms : in No. 83 
we have it with a solo for soprano or tenor voice, and harmonized 
in the repetition for the full choir ; in No 84 the organ has the 
harmonies, and the voices simply join in unison. We think the 
first most effective ; but, of course, the second is the easier of the 
two. The collection comprises four Te Deums, two Jubilates, and 
one Benedictus by Mr. Chipp. Of these we like No. 78, a Te Deum 
in C, harmonized for full choir, the best ; No. 79, a Jubilate, in the 
same key, is also effective ; No. 82, a Te Deum in D, with the voices 
in unison, is very good. Unison passages always carry with them 
a certain grandeur of effect, which is, of course, particularly de- 
sirable in that great outburst of praise and belief, our Te Deum. All 
of Mr. Chipp's compositions are praiseworthy. There is, also, a 
great number of chants and Church melodies in common, long, and 
irregular measure, some of them well-known, and others arranged 
in their present form for the first time. Mr. Chipp may congratulate 
himself on having compiled a most useful work; and we can safe- 
ly recommend it to the notice of the * home circle,' as well as organ- 
ists and members of choirs. We are sure that a more intimate 
acquaintance with some of our Church music, hymn tunes, <fcc., 
would enable our congregations to join with greater ease and 
accuracy in singing the praises of our Lord, and in many ways tend 
to raise the character of the musical portion of our public devotions. 
In many of our Churches the choir alone sing ; any one of the con- 
gregation attempting to join is looked upon with astonishment. 
This can hardly be right, as, instead of taking part in the praise of 
our Redeemer, we are listening to the performance of a professional 
choir, which, in many instances— not all, of course — would not be 
the case did we know the music to which the words were 6et. Look- 
ing at it in this point of view, such works as Mr. Chipp's are most 
useful ; and we desire to give him every encouragement in hiB 
itndertaking."— Church and State Review.
